CHOOSING A PET BIRD 

I have been thinking about getting a pet bird. How do I decide 
what kind to buy? 

If you have never had a pet bird before I'd recommend start- 
ing with a budgerigar (parakeet) or a cockatiel. They are 
small, relatively easy to care for and relatively inexpensive. 

I've always wanted a cockatoo but I don't know too much about 
them. 

Cockatoos are loving gentle birds that require a huge time 
commitment. Owning a cockatoo is like having a perennial 2 
year old child for 50 years. They are often very loud and de- 
structive and may go through phases that make you ques- 
tion your sanity for wanting this bird in your home. Not a 
good choice for an avian novice. 

Is it better to get one bird or to get a pair? 
Birds that live with other birds tend to remain "bird ori- 
ented" and are much more difficult to tame than birds that 
spend lots of time out of their cage with people.

way"). According to Ms. Dougall, for the past 13 years the 
road has been plowed at the expense and work of the 
residents who live on the road.

To the Editor: 

At the last Housing Appeals Committee (HAC) 
Hearing in Boston on November 4, 2003, Bay Watch Realty, the 
developer of the proposed 192-imit 40B housing project in 
Marion, tried to testify as to why they should be allowed to hook 
up to town sewer rather than having to build their own waste- 
water treatment plant. The Chairmen of the Appeals Committee 
remanded the question back to Marion's Zoning Board of 
Appeals (ZBA) because the subject had not been brought up to 
them for deliberation in previous ZBA hearings. Subsequently, 
two hearings were held in Marion, and on January 15 the ZBA 
voted unanimously to deny Bay Watch's request to connect to 
the Marion wastewater treatment plant due to lack of capacity. 
The issue now returns to the Housing Appeals Committee on 
February 5 as part of the developer's ongoing appeal to the state

of the ZBA's decision in December 2002 to award Bay Watch 
Realty a comprehensive permit with conditions. 

The Massachusetts Department of Environmental 
Protection (DEP) has ordered Marion to upgrade its wastewater 
treatment plant and extend sewer lines to three neighborhoods 
which have no other alternative for wastewater disposal. It is 
Bay Watch's contention that Marion will have sewer capacity for 
its project if the expanded capacity were to be allocated to them 
instead of to undeveloped "along the way" lots in the three 
neighborhoods and to other future construction in town. They 
argue that 40B states that regional needs for affordable housing 
supersede local needs and that, therefore, 40B entitles them to 
utilize our wastewater treatment system. 

The property they want to develop does include on 
single family dwelling "along the way" lot on the sewer line, 
and the developer contends that they should be able to cormect 
the entire development to this one hook-up. But if this were 
allowed, there would be no capacity for the three neighbor- 
hoods. They also believe that the increased capacity from the 
plant upgrade should be allocated on a "first come, first serve" 
basis, which means that existing property owners in the three 
neighborhoods wanting to develop their lots in the future would 
never be able to hook up to town sewer because by then there 
would be no capacity. 

In my personal opinion, these self-serving arguments 
on the part of the developer are perfect examples of how a well- 
intentioned law like 40B can go so wrong and why the law has 
already seen some changes and undoubtedly will see more — 
unfortunately too late for us with this proposed project. This 
developer's obvious lack of respect for the town and its total 
lack of any consideration for its residents is hard to believe. 

Although the hearing in Boston on February 5 is only 
part of the developer's ongoing appeal to the state, at this time 
they will try to convince the HAC to order us to allow them to 
tie into the town sewer system. Those property owners in the 
three neighborhoods slated for sewer connection should be 
concerned about the possibility of losing their property rights, 
and everyone should worry that future developments we may 
welcome could be precluded due to lack of sewer capacity.

Mattapoisett Library Grant 

At the Massachusetts Board of Library Commis- 
sioners (MBLC) regular monthly meeting recently, they 
announced Construction Grant Awards totaling 
$38,249,194 for 21 public libraries across the Common- 
wealth in the 2000-2001 Grant Round — $1,575 million of 
which has been earmarked for the Mattapoisett Free 
Public Library. 

Although each of the 21 libraries has until May 
15, 2005 to formally accept these awards, Mattapoisett 
Free Public Library Trustees expect to be able to sign a 
contract within the next few months. 

Town voters approved bonding $500,000 while 
the library's Capital Campaign Steering Committee has 
raised $1.45 million in donations and pledges to date from 
a 2003 town-wide mailing that raised $59,364 to many 
larger gifts contributed by private citizens, local busi- 
nesses, banks, and corporations, plus a few public events 
that have brought in over $20,000.

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Pinup Pals

Calendar Girls. Starring Helen Mirren and Julie 
Walters. Directed by Nigel Cole. Running time: 
108 minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

Here's a movie full of laughter and warmth — just the thing 
we need in the wake of an arctic blast. Calendar Girls is a rather 
conventional comedy, but it works with honor and spirit, and it's 
another movie — like Divine Secrets of the Ya-Ya Sisterhood — at 
which the rare sound of middle-aged female laughter can be heard 
in the theater. The movie is about English women in their fifties or 
beyond, contemplating the heretofore-absurd notion of displaying 
their flesh for money. It's for a good cause: raising funds to buy a 
new couch for the relatives' room at a local hospital. The cause is 
close to home for Annie (Julie Walters), whose amiable, loving 
husband John (John Alderton) has recently died of leukemia. 
Annie's best friend Chris (Helen Mirren) hits upon the idea of 
doing a nudie calendar, "for John," sponsored by their local 
Women's Institute chapter. 

This is all based in fact: Tricia Stewart did devise the idea, 
inspired by her friend Angela Baker's bereavement. The actual 
calendar, which features Tricia, Angela, and several other mem- 
bers of the Women's Institute, can be viewed in part at the movie's 
official website (http://www.calendargirls.tv/home.html). Di- 
rector Nigel Cole seems to be drawn to stories about sensible 
English ladies who throw propriety to the wind; his previous 
feature was Saving Grace, in which Brenda Blethyn — nobody's 
idea of a drug dealer — parlayed her greenhouse expertise into 
growing pot for profit. Drugs, nudity — maybe Cole's next com- 
edy will concern a group of graying English women who form a 
rock band. 

At its core. Calendar Girls is the story of the friendship between 
Chris and Annie. The rapport between Helen Mirren and Julie 
Walters is on wheels right from the start, when we see them 
suppressing giggles during a deadly dull WI meeting ("We've 
learned quite a lot about broccoli today, haven't we?" chirps the 
hapless branch president). Chris's enthusiasm for the calendar 
project gets everyone else fired up, sometimes against their better 
judgment. They hire a hospital orderly who does photography on 




the side, and soon enough the calendar is printed up and disap- 
pearing from stores. Suddenly the British press is at the ladies' 
doors, and Hollywood beckons them for The Tonight Show and a TV 
commercial. 

It's here that Calendar Girls deepens and complicates. Wrapped 
up in the heady thrill of success, Chris neglects her husband (the 
always dependable Ciaran Hinds) and teenage son (John-Paul 
Macleod); she pushes the rest of the women to Hollywood, where 
they recline in luxury but aren't aware of the nature of the commer- 
cial they're expected to do. The media is sending the wrong 
message — everyone focuses on the nudity (and the rather sexist 
notion that the calendar is an amusing novelty — the novelty being 
that women past fifty could have something worth showing off) 
and not on the original altruistic impulse behind it. For a few 
scenes, and without diminishing our sympathy for her aims, Chris 
becomes monomaniacal in her quest to move more copies of the 
calendar; her goal is now to raise enough to cure cancer. This puts 
off Annie, who has seen enough exposure and, as she puts it, would 
trade all the calendar proceeds for one more hour with John. 

Narrative turns like this keep Calendar Girls from being a 
whitewashed, subject-approved biopic that ignores inconvenient 
emotions. They don't keep the movie from being fast and engag- 
ing, especially with seasoned pros Mirren and Walters up front. 
Sometimes a news item fails to translate into a movie because, even 
though the events might have happened, the moviemakers can't 
convince us that the same events could plausibly occur in the semi- 
factual world they've created. But we understand why these ladies 
became calendar girls, and we believe it.

1998 is eligible for enrollment in Grade One. The Old 
Rochester Regional School District last year adopted a 
new age entrance date for incoming Kindergarten stu- 
dents. The policy states that children must turn five years 
old on or before August 31 in the year they enroll in 
Kindergarten. Parents should bring a birth certificate or a 
notarized memorandum of birth with them on registra- 
tion day. A doctor's memorandum showing the following 
immunizations and a lead screening blood test is required 
by the Massachusetts Department of Public Health for 
school entrance: 

• DPT - five doses unless the fourth dose is given 
after the fourth birthday; 

• Oral Sabin Polio Vaccine - four doses unless the 
third dose is given after the fourth birthday; 

• Measles, Mumps, Rubella (MMR) - first dose is 
given on or after the first birthday, and second dose must 
be given prior to entering Kindergarten; 

• Hepatitis B - a series of three doses; 

• Hib - a series of four doses; 

• Varicella Vaccine - one dose, or physician- 
certified reliable history of chicken pox disease; and 

• Lead Screening. 

If the required immunizations or blood work for 
lead screening are incomplete for medical and / or reli- 
gious reasons, a statement from a doctor or church official 
stating the reasons for exemption should be presented at 
the time of registration. A physical examination is re- 
quired for entrance to school and must be completed by 
December 31, 2004. 

In addition, it is requested that if you have an 
outstanding court order or decree regarding the legal 
custody of your child, that you furnish a copy of this at 
registration time. This is necessary in order to assist the 
school in releasing educational records and information, 
as well as the dismissal of children to the appropriate
